MINEOLA, L.-I., March 15.—A jury 
in the Nassau’ County Court tonight 
found Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Wells not 
guilty of the murder of Captain James 
Pettit,. propriétor of the ,Massapequa 
Inn; »who was found dead from shotgun 
wounds onthe night. of Jan. 7 at the 
inn:— Mrs. Weltis,.the person known jo 
have -beert last in his company, was 
arrested when the body was found and 
‘was charged with murder in the second 
degree. 

When: the jury rendered -its verdict 
late tonight Mrs. Pettit, who had lived 
apart from her husband, congratulated 
Mrs, Wells upon the outcome of her 
trial, saying that the.case against her 
had’ been only a circumstantial. one. 

“ma sporting. man and I like. my 
liquor; when my money is gone I'll end 
it all,"*. Captain Pettit said to Harry 
Pearsall; Superintendent of the -:prop- 
erty. iipon whith the inn is situatéd, ac- 
cording to Pearsali’s testimony today. 
Pearsall also: téstified that Captain Pet- 
tit was often intoxicated and that the 
occasion mentioned was. not the only 
one upon which he had threatened to 
take his life.

When the Wiska-Mine at .Westerholt 
was occupied last Sunday. there were 
something like tan armed men to evéry:

War Department Ruling Removes 
Obstacles to Prosecution of 
Violators.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Under a 
ruling by the legal authorities of the 
War Department, approved by the At- 
terney General, Porto Rico remains on 
the same footing. as the continental 
United States,

States, but practically many loopholes 
have developed, and many Porto Ritans 
have cofitended that prohibition is legal- 
ly inapplicable, to the island. In support 
of this contention, they have cited thé 
case of the Philippines, where-no at- 
tempt has made to enforce prohibi- 
tion, and have argued that this cdnati- 
tutes a discrimination against the Deo- 
ple of Porto Rico.

“THE TWENTY-ONE DEMANDS. 

Japan has rejected the Chinese 
suggestion” that. the treaties of May, 
1915, embodying some of. the famous 
’ |“ Twenty-one Demands,” should. be 
abrogated. . This was to have been ex- 
pected... In: the first place, the last 
seven demands, those of Group V., 
which included the most: serious en- 
50 | croachments on Chinese freedom, were 
hever pressed, and Baron SHIDEHARA 
promised at; the. Washington confer-. 
ence that they would not be in future. 
Group I. related to Shantung, and the 
treaty concluded in 1915 ‘has -been su- 
perseded by that made in Washington 
a year ago, under which China has 
recovered Shantung. 

There remains the second treaty of 
May, 1915, covering the ten “ de- 
mands” of Groups Il., III. and Iv: 
These relate to extensions of the Japa- 
nese. lease on the Liaé-Tung peninsula 
(Port Arthur), economic privileges of 
the Japanese in Southern Manchuria 
and Eastern Inner Mongolia, and the 
advantages and: immunities of the 
Japanese-controlled Hanyehping Com- 
pany. They are sufficiently serious 
infringements of: Chinese indepen- 
dehce; and\it would have been ‘a good 
thing for both China and Japan if 
they had never been made. WNever- 
theless, tlere they are; and in view 
of Admiral. Kato’s conciliatory policy 
toward China’ it seems rather tactless 
of the Chinese to have made a propo- 
sal at this timé whose rejection was 
certain in advance. ‘ 
Mr. ADACHI KINNosUKE, who has 
never shown any sympathy with Japa- 
nese imperialism, in a dispatch to The 
World plausibly. explains this incident 
as a move in the Chinese Presidential 
campaign, a brave gesture designed to 
win the support of the anti-Japanese 
nationalists for the Government. Pe- 
king knew it would be useless, knew 
that Kato has probably. gone as far 
as‘ he dares at: present ;, but it was 
a valuable -argument in Buncombe 
County. It may remind the Japanese, 
however, that some day they will have 
to consider seriously the ‘surrender of 
these privileges. -The weakness, di- 
vision and disorder of China have been 
worse, if anything, since the Wash- 
ington confererice. No doubt Japanese 
military influence has “done what. it 
could to: keep China -divided and dis- 
turbed; but. the remedy lies at last 
with the Chinese themselves.; Uni- 
lateral revision of treaties aban 4 
fully undertaken only by Powers which 
have the strerigth of union to enforce 
their desires. :

THE NEW PROGRESSIVES. 

Not mych but -talk did the progres- 
sives, insurgents, liberals, radicals, a 
vaguely. named-and loosely organized 
band of brothers. not always-brotherly, 
achieve in the Sixty-seventh' Congress. 
In the Sixty-eighth they may hold the 
balance of power, if they stick to- 
gether. In the House, the Republican 
majority of fifteen depends upon the 
good ‘behavior of the Republican ir- 
regulars. Senator La Fou.eTTe has a 
collection of Representatives more 
than large enough to tip that majority 
over. Representative NELSON of Wis- 
consin, Chairman ‘of the House Lafol- 
lettians, to bé known as the Progres- 
sive Republican ‘Conference, ° another 
manifestation of the People’s Legisla- 
tive Service and the Washington con- 
ference of last December, already 
counts forty members and expects 
sixty. This may be imagination—in 
part; but the progressives don’t need 
so many 4s that to carry out their 
plan. 

In both houses their prime aim will 
be adequate ‘representation on the 
committees. ‘Here the old fight against 
the Old Guard is to be renewed unless 
the Old Guard yields. If the progres- 
sives get.-what they regard their 
proper share of committee, assign- 
ments, and if the rules of the House 
are modified so: as to break the 
monopoly of the Chairman of the 
‘Committee on Rules; of the Republican 
‘Floor Leader and of\the Speaker, the 
progressives will make no trouble.

Speaker GILLETT, personally, nor: are 
they committed to or against the se- 
lection of Mr, GraHam of Illinois or 
“Nick ’" LoNoworTH as -Republican 
Floor Leader, They want fairer House 
rules, control of legislation by the

LETTE would like to eat it alive; but. 
in the West, where they; are strongest 
and among” the. farmers whom they 
dote: on; perception’ of the economic 
necessity of American participation in 
international affairs is growing rapid- 
ly. Finally, if - business, labor and 
agriculture have fairly rosy prospects 
and fat hopes next December, the pro- 
gressives’ with their list of ‘‘ wrongs 
to right’’ and infallible. remedies, 
statutory and constitutional, may find’ 
themselves spouting to empty benches.

THE ACADEMY OF MEDICINE. 

If New York responds to the appeal 
of the Academy of Medicine for the 
funds needed to purchase the site for 
the new building, it will give added 
evidence: in support of the. estimate 
which Professor RIcHET, the well- 
known French scientist, has formed 
of us. -It is a calumny, he says if 
the Revue des’ Deux Mondes, to assert 
that **the almighty dollar reigns su- 
preme "'\on ‘this side of the Atlantic. 
Our ‘‘ admirable idealism,’’ our ‘‘ noble 
effort of. morality,’’ infect even bil- 
lionaires and disinfect the accumula- 
tions of their ‘‘ hardy speculations ” 
and ‘* ingenious inventions.” The Car- 
negie Corporation and the Rockefeller 
Foundation have to this particular 
scientific enterprise each contributed 
a, million dollars; the one has offered 
to erect the building, the other has 
agreed to furnish an endowment suf- 
ficient -to take care of the increased 
needs of the library and to permit of 
enlarged educational ‘activity. It re- 
mains for the people of. New York. to 
co-operate with the Academy in -:pro- 
viding the site for what should be a 
medical centre second to none in the

Our national resources are 
larger than before the war. Germany 
was uhable to borrow abroad. during 
the war, and cleared off her domestic 
debt virtually by confiécating it. “We 
profited frem the war more than Ger- 
many, because the. world spent here 
so large a portion of its war debt and 
taxes. The ‘spending of that money 
caused. us a painful experience. in in- 
flation and deflation, but it increased 
our productive capacity so as to sup- 
ply. any normal demand. 2 

Our greatest gain in. any prewar 
comparison is in the efficiency of our 
findncial machinery. Before the war 
it would not have: been~ possible for 
any American city to. carry through 
business. of the size which each Fed- 
eral tax day. witnesses. This used to 
be a “ billion-dollar country ’* by the 
year. Now we are a. billion-dollar 
country on a day’s business in a single 
city. We have bankers fit to com- 
pare. with any in character as well 
as ability. The Federal Reserve has 
potential credit capacity enough to 
raise our, prices above the world level 
and lead to inflation. But the Federal 
Reserve is-confining itself in its dis- 
count policy to business. considera- 
tions, with only secondafy thought, of 
he excessive reserves...

HYLAN-CRAIG DISPUTE 
_ BREAKS OUT AGAIN 


Controller Objects to Last-Minute |°£ 
’\ Additions to Calendar, but 
Is Outvoted. 





Mayor Hylan and Controller Craig had 
an argument at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Sinking Fund ‘Commission. | ‘The 
trouble arose over the very thing which 
started the dispute. between the two of- 
ficlals when the Mayor went to Palin 
Beach: last January. The Controller, as 
previously, objected to matters being 
added “to the calendar at the,last min- 
ute, but he was outvoted. 

The matter came up when the Mayor 
moved to have added to the regular cal- 
endar a communicatiun from: Rodman 
Wanamaker to. have the city lease the 
Grand Central Palace for the educativnal 
exposition to be held there as part of 
the celebration of the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of the city’s consolidation. 
The Controller declared that the .com- 
mission: had no authority to consider 
matters brought before it at the last 
minute. 

'** Phe commission has authority if it 
votes. authority, ’* said the Mayor. * and 
t can’t be overruled by the Controlicr.”' 
The Controller. declined ‘to vote on the 
motion, and Aldermanic President Mur- 
Tay Hulbert said he would also decline to 
vote until he had read the rules sv often 
referred to by the Controller. With the 
votes of the Mayor, Chamberlain Philip 
Berolzheimer and Frank A. Cunningham, 
Chairman of the. Aldermanic Finance 
Committee, the Mayor’s motion to add td 
the .calendar was adopted.

‘ ‘The coal sjtuation in the eastern. sec- 
tion has’ improved so that -ratlroads 
serving, New York and this section an- 
nounced yesterday that they were about 
to lift embargoes on .all freight other 
than export. ‘Officials. said that the 
situation had now passed the crisis ané 
wes at @ point- where supply and dis- 
tribution could be ves io ag nearly 
normal. 

For nearly six babintlien the coal. carry- 
ing railroads have been conéentrating 
almost entirely on cogl shipments, to the 
exclusion of all classes of merchandise 
and commodities not classified as vital 
products. Now,”’railroad men say, the 
situation has. clarified to such an extent 
that practically all freight offered for 
shipment é€an be handled. The , only 
points of congestion, it is- said, are at 
some of the’ terminals and connecting 
places with the New England territory; 
which were especially hard hit by ee 
heavy Winter storms. 

As to export shipments through this 
port; no/rule will be followed: The situ- 
ation will depend largely upon the avail- 
ability of ocean carriers to make proper 
connections with the railroads and to 


‘unload freight as promptly as it is de- 


livered. Executives emphasized the im- 


portance of quick handling of freight at 
all terminals so as to avoid the piling’ 
up of cars. 

Figures made public yesterday by the 
Anthracite Bureau of Information ini 
Philadelphia showed an increase of 712. 
699 tons, or 13.6 per cent.-in the ship- 
ments of anthracite for February -as 
compared with the corresponding period 
last year. The record of 5,951,713 gross 
tons is within 14,500 tons of the peak 
shipment for February, established in 
February; .1921. With only twerity-two 
working days February shipments ‘this 
zor were within 720,109 tons of the 

anuary shipments when there were 
twenty-six working days. The average 
daily shipments last month were 270,532 
tons, as compared with 256,608 tons in 
January. 


Erle Among.the Leaders. 


The carriers in lifting their embargoes 
were led ‘by several roads which, 
through an early recovery from: strike 
difficulties, were able to get their equip- 
ment into condition to handle the heavy 
offerings of coal and other freight. The 
Erie was one of this group, and the an- 
nouncement of J. J. Mantell, Vice Presi- 
that its shops were now 25 per 
cent. above normal and that the’ road 
was handling readily all freight offered, 
was understood to have hastened the 
general lifting of embargoes. 

An interpretation of Mr. Mantell’s an- 
nouncement was that the embargoes on 


| shipments for exports had also been 


raised, but this was denied yesterday, 
the Erie now being on the same plane in 
respect to traffic as the 
which have fallen into. 

The Lehigh Valley and the Central 
of New Jersey put their new shipping 
schedules into effect yesterday and at 
their offices it was said that while re- 
cently freight’ had been handled on a 
permit basis improved agree oo now 
warranted withdrawin ll restrictions. 

“Since the resumption of anthracite 
mining last Fall,’’ it was stated at the 
Lehigh Valley's offices, ‘‘ the company 
has devoted its energies to a prompt 
handling of coal and to the serving of 
the communities which, because of their 
location, were dire ly dependent upon 
this railroad. This compelled the plac- 
ing of temporary embargoes on other 
traffic. which have now been entirely 
removed. The movement of anthracite 
will be in no way affected by this ac- 
tion and it. will be handled promptly as 
_ heretofore.’ 

The. Delaware, Lackawanna & Wes- 
tern -announced that its restrictions on 
traffic, would be lifted within a few 
days... The Delaware & Hudson Rail- 
road Company has as yet taken no ac- 
tion, but’ officials indicated that it 
would be taken within a week. Ontario 
& Western Railroad officials announced 
‘that they had/ lifted embargoes on. all 
freight from connections and’ junctions 
to all local points on the road. . The 
road’ is maintaining embargoes on 
through traffic, but expects to lift these 
within a.few days. 


Operating at Normal. 

The New York Central dnd Pennsyl- 
vania, which were not crippled so greatly 
as the ¢oal carriers, have been operat- 
ing at normal and with the exception of 
a few points where ‘connections are 


made with other lines have-lifted many 
embargoes and expect soon to remove 
all, except possibly shipments for light- 
erage. 

The gradual improvement. in motive 
power conditions of thé Class 1 rail- 
roads is shown by figures. furnished by 
the American Railway Association. 
Since. the first of the year, weekly car 
loadings have increased from 770,303 
ears to the peak level of 97,896 cars 
loaded during the week of March 3—the 
latest of which ‘there is a record. In 
the same period«-the demand for cars 
in excess of supply has decreased from 
62,927 to 80,633.

‘IMMIGRATION AIDS FRANCE 


5,000 Poles Take Out Citizenship— 
Many. Other Aliens at Work. 


PARIS, March 15.—Although the birth 
rate is not doing much to increase the 
population of France, the number of citi- 
zens.is being augmented in other ways. 
Five thousand Poles have taken out 
their first citizenship papers in the last 
two years. They came to France, along 
with forty-odd thousand other Poles; on 
contracts to work in the mines and on 
the farms and thus partly supply the 
deficiency in French labor due to the 
war. 

These workers are brought in by com- 
sent of the French Government, gener- 





ally under six months’ contract, but |* 
most of them. stay beyond their time and |}; 


many. of them marry and become citi- 
zens. .
